Returning from Winnipeg, where I 
Was to have made satisfactory finan} 
cial Arrangements for the balance of 
the year, 1 peg.to report that 1 was 
unable to make satisfactory arrange- 
ments with the Bank: of Montreal in- 
agmuch as they were willing to make 
advances from, time to time only 
for local immediate requirements, 
such as teachers salaries, etc.,. neces 
sitating the City. of Hed Deer  de- 
faulting payment of debentures a8 
they mature, for they could see no 
reason) why we,should borrow nywney 
fromt them to pay other financial, in- 
stitutions, presuming the major por- 
tion of our debentures are held by 
- large corporations, ‘ 

Such an arrangeniont being unsatis- 
factory in my opinion, and being un- 
able to proceed further with the 
Bank of Montreal, 1 approached, and 
succeeded in raking satisfactory ar- 
rangements With the Imperial Bank 
of Uanada for the handling of the 
several actounts of the City. 

1 therefore beg to reconmend that 
the several accounts be opened (cur- 
rent and savings) inmurtwdiately in 
the Imperial bank of Canada, — ex- 
cepting the 1916 tax acvount, in 
connection with which the taxes are 
hypothecated to the Bank of Mon- 
treal. his account should not be 


dealt’ with until the City receives 
the proceeds from the sale of 'Treas- 
ury Bills now being issued for the 


purpose of disposing of this account. 


Tt is understood that the accounts 
of the School and the Hospital will 
also be placed in the Imperial Bank 


of Canada. , 


All of which is respectfully sub- 


mitted.

A correspondent of the London 
Daily Mail wrote from Glasgow as 
follows: I find the delays to ships 
through desertions and drunkenness 
far more serious on the Clyde than 
on ‘the Mersey. Tne loss of time at 
the docks and in shipbuilding yards 
is cqually bad through men having 
too many facilities for drinking. Cap- 
tain of important ships complain daily 
of men failing to join up, and when 
they do join they are often so much 
under the influence of drink that they 
are incapable of performing their 
duties, some cases the captains 
have had to go down tho river with 
hardly @ sober man on board and the 
engineers have had to stoke the fires 
themselves. Even ships chartered by 
the Admiralty are frequently delayed 
through seamen deserting, and nearly 
all the desertions are due to drink. 
It is the sdme in the shipbuilding 
yards. Riveters working in a squad 
are disorganized by one man being 
off. The heavy loss of time in some 
of the shipbuilding yards can only be 
accounted for by drink, as it mostly 
occurs in the mornings. One firm de- 
clare that their men lost over 70,000 
hours during a month.

is bad. It encourages a magn to stay 
out all the morning, and then, start- 
ing after dinner, he tries to make up 
by working after the regulation xtop- 
ping time, when he gets pnid his time 
The employers all: agree 
that drink is the cause of lost time 
keeping, and there is a strong feeling 
among Glasgow shipbuilders and the 
Dayal authorities in favor of some 
form of prohibition.

Old Time Methods Left no Hopes For 
Slackers 

An extract from a London paper 
says: “Cuthbert,” in the comparative 
safety of his fireside dug-out, would 
have had little opportunity of evading 
service had he lived a few hundred 
years ago. Major W. W. Grantham, 
barrister and Military Representative 
at thie East Sussex Appeal Tribunal, 
bas come across the following ancient 
document, and suggests that the adop- 
tion of paragraph 3 might, in some 
places, bring “to the front” some who 
say thoy are “lacking ability, strength 
and health”: 

“A Letter Patent. King Henry VIII 
to the Earl of Hertford and Viscount 
Lysle, Deputy of our Town and Castle 
of Calais and others: Requiring the 
Town and Castle of Calais ‘with the 
fortresses, adjoining’ to be furnished 
with able men, well harnessed, and 
armed for the defence of the same. 

“All men to be able of strength, 
well arrayed, and furnished with suf- 
ficient horses, harness, and weapons. 

“All lacking ability. strength, or 
health are to be marked, and their 
names set down in a book. 

“Given under our Privy Seal at’ our 
Palece of Westminster II., March, 
80th year of our reign (1538), Thomas 
Cromwell.”

UNDER HINDENBURG 


Drunken Egotlist’s Reign of -Terror De- 
scribed by an Unhappy. Eyewitness 
—Poland’s Martyrdom Revealed 

Mme. TurczYnowicz, who was Laura 
Blackwell of New York, is the wife of 
& Pole who is serving in the Russian 
army as Inspector-in-Chief of the Sani- 
tary Engineers, and through nearly 
the whole of the first fourteen months 
of the war she lived with her three 
little children in their home in Po- 
land, near the borders of East Prussia. 
Through her town the tide of war 
swayed back and forth, finally leaving 
the German army in full control. In 
her house almost.constantly German 
officers were quartered, Hindenburg 
himself living under her roof for a 
time, and she was compelled to wait 
upon them-whfile her children lay al- 
mont dying of typhus, and to give 
them the. food- needed by the little 
ones: as they began, to recover.

Later she escaped and told her ex- 

erfences in a book. The author had 
O interpose her own body to prevent 
the flogging of her six-year-old son, 
just recovered from typhus, by a Ger- 
man officer because the child would 
not say that the Russians were beaten. 
From her windows she saw the end- 
less procession on the road to East 
Prussia, which passed her house, of 
wagons carrying away to that country 
the goods, the utensils, the household 
treesures, the crops, the seed grain of 
the Poles, and the weoping companies 
of men and women who were being 
sent to East Prussia as laborers. For 
Germany's deportation and enslave- 
ment of the civilian population did not 
begin with Belgium. It had first been 
tried upon Poland. 


Cruelty and Deceit 


Heartrending is her account of tho 
treatment of the Russian prisoners of 
war, whose unbelievable miseries sho 
was constantly trying to alleviate, 
thereby winning the suspicion and ill- 
feeling of the German _ authorities, 
When it was known that some at- 
taches from neutral countries were to 
inspect the prisoners’ hospitals there 
was a sudden scrubbing and overhaul- 
ing of that in the author’s town. 

Of Hindenburg, who used her housé 
as headquarters for a little while and 
whom she had to serve at table, she 
says: “He drank copiously, in fact, I 
havo never seen such o capacity for 
schrapps, ate tremendously, and the 
only topic of conversation was what 
he had done or was about to do.” 


LETTER FROM A GERMAN: 


Bitter Renuncilatlon of Their Superior 
Officers 

The following is un. extract from a 
Gerinan soldier's lester: “The officers 
we have up to the rank of captain are 
mostly boys who have no idea of 
anything. They draw high pay and 
have food and drink in abundance. 
We, on the other hand, live miserably. 
We do not receive by a long way what 
we should. One can hardly help be- 
{ng ashamed of being a German. 
Dear Grete, if I should happen not to 
return, then think how I have written 
to you about it all, that the gang has 
caused us to be killed for fun and 
for sport. It is very different from 
the English, 

“The officers here live in great lux- 
ury. In the line the officers live in 
bomb-proof dug-outs. We, on the other 
hand, have filthy, wet, tumbledown 
holes. The officers and others have 
{t in thelr hands to take away our 
food, which we ought to have, but do 
not get. I have heard {t only too 
often from non-commissiyned ouiiicers 
and old coldiers that if we had better 
leadership we should often have beu:. 
able to do somothing without heavy 
losses, but we are generally too lute, 
or do it in the wrong way and with 
heavy loss. If the young officers did 
not swank so much and treated thc 
men like hu:nan beings we should be 
more content and more would be ac- 
complished; but we hate our officcya. 
We are bound to, for what miserab!c 
grub we get, while those swine live 
on the fat of the Jand! Here in Ten. 
brielen, where the airmen throw 
bombs and whore we shall get artil 
lery flre very shortly, there {s a dug- 
out for the officers, but none for thc 
men. In this wholesale murder we 
get to know completely how much we 
are under the knout.”

Lieutenant Vernon C. Blythe, of the 
Royal Flying Corps, received the Croix 
de Guerre for valorous action on the 
Western front. Lest a world satiated 
with daring: deeds and military cross- 
es should yawn and refuse to read 
past the first paragraph, tet it be add- 
ed at once that Mrs. Vernon Castle 
made this announcement. Lieutenant 
Blythe is known in a land that pald- 
more attention to dancing than to 
aeroplanes as Vernon Castle. Accord- 
ing to his wife, the little cross on his 
breast means that he has brought to 
earth two German air fighters. 

“Vernon had three weeks’ leave in 
London,” Mrs. Castle said.

Must be Always’ on the Alert and 
Ready For Action—Learn ‘to 
See In the Dark 
A naval man, writing in a London 
paper, says: “Knowing that whatever 
comes will come without warning, you 


act Immediately. Well for us that 
we were 80, for we just tumbled into 
action. I don’t know a better way 
of expressing what happened: We 
could not actually see them clearly, 
but by the sort of instinct which de- 
stroyer crews acquire by long prac- 
tice we ‘sensed’ that other craft were 
about and guessed rather than dis- 
cerned the faint loom ofa hull in 
the darkness. Promptly we = chdl- 
lenged;.the reply was unsatisfactory, 
and instantly the ‘scrap’ began. There 
was no preliminary feinting. Blow 
followed word almost as soon as the 
word -was spoken. Knowing that we 
nust Be hostile, there éxisted no need 
for the enemy to speak before he 
struck. And he didn’t; he let fly at 
us instantly. 

“First blow often counts heavily, 
and the enemy wisely tried to get it 
in. One well-placed salvo is usually 
as much os a destroyer can stand. 
Nine times out of ten it will put her 
out of action. 


Unwelcome Messengers 


“Every now and again a torpedo 
would be ‘loosed,’ and, of course, wo! 
didn’t know when gne of these un- 
welcome messengers from the enemy 
might reach us. Catching a salvo is 
bad enough, but getting a torpedo into 
you means a knock-out for the boat 
and Kingdom Come for a good many 
of her crew—probably the lot of them. 


Engagements Short and Sharp 


“Usually these night engagements 
between destroyers are short and 
sharp, as this particular one was. 
Pretty soon it had resolved itself into 
a chase with the enemy running for 
home and us pelting along after him, 
banging into him all the time. Owing 
to the impossibility of making accur: 
ate observation it’s difficult to say 
how much damage you do to the 
enemy on such occasions unless you 
happen to sink some of his craft out- 
right. <A thing like this can be seen, 
but a destroyer might be ever so 
badly knocked about and have half 
the crew laid out and yet. get awa 
under cover of the darkness, without 
her opponents being able to see how 
much she had suffered. All.one can 
do is to make it as-hot for the enemy 
as one can.”

Every State in the Union Is Now 
Sending Gratifying Reports to 
Washington. - , 
WAASHINGTON, June 6.— Amer- 

ica’s millions of the rillitary age 

prescribed by Congress are register- 


yed for the war against Germany. In 


evéry state in the union today _ re- 
ports from the polling places to 
which some ten millions of young 


men marched yesterday to record 
their names were being assembled 


for transmission to the war depart- 
ment. 

SELECT MOST SUITABLE 
3 SOLDIERS 

The next step in the government's 
plan will be the selection of those 
who actually are to bear arms from 
others who remain at home because 
of dependents, or to do the work on 
the farm or in the factory that must 
be carried on to maintain the nation 
at war. This task will be under- 
taken as soon as «@uplete returns 
from the registration have been tab- 
ulated and surveyed at the oliice of 
the provost marshall-general. 

The men selected will be called to 
the colors and. put into training 
early in the fall. Originally it was 
intended to call only 500,000 for the 
first draft army to support the na- 
tional guard and regulars, but a 
few days ago it was stated that 
nearly a million men would pe need- 
ed on the first »selection. 

LITTLE OPPOSITION SHOWN 

Unollicial reports of a few mino: 
disturbances attending the registra- 
tion received today failed to dimin- 
ish the surprise and gratification ot 
government officials that the day 
passed with’ so little display of , op- 
position. Only four arrests were re- 
ported officially to the department o1 
justice last night, and it was point- 
ed out today that even the sum ol 
oflicial reports of trouble indicate 
that the day was more peaceful than 
most general elections. 

Attorney-General Gregory said his 
information indicated ‘‘ a ready and 
general response on the part of the 
young men of the country to the de- 
mands of the conscription act.’’ 

MANY DECLINED EXEMPTION 

The war department expects full 
returns to show that a large  pro- 
portion of young men exerted their 
prerogatives and declined to claim 
exemption even though many had 
dependents or disabilities. 

Many who registered may still vol- 
unteer until selection day for ° any 
branch of the army, navy or marine 
corps. : 

So many Americans in Canada ap- 
plied to consuls yesterday that many 
requests for additional registration 
cards were sent to the. state depart- 
ment. 

ESTIMATES EXCEEDED 

PHILADELPHIA, June 6.— Virt- 
ually complete returns from yester- 
day’s registration for war service 
show the number of enrolments in 
Philadelphia exceeded estimates by 
more than 2,000 with: four scattered 
divisions out of a total 1336 in the 
city to be heard from. The official 
count was 170,764.

ORIGIN OF MILITARY NAMES { 


“Captain” is derived from the Latin 
“caput,” meaning a head; “colonel” 
comes from the Italian ‘“‘colonna,” @ 
column, the “campagna colonella" hav- 
ing been the first company of an in- 
the little column 
which the “colonel” led. The title 
“lHeutenant” comes from a word signi- 
fying “holding the place'’—that is, a 
Meutcnant-colonel is a sort of under- 
study for a colonel, a Meutenant looks 
after a company in the absence of 
the captain, and s0 on. The title of 
“lance-sergeant” and “lance-corporal’’ 
originated in the fact that in the old 
days the holders of these ranks car- 
ried a lance instead of a halberd, 
round the head of which was twisted 
a slow match. Their duties were to 
go round the ranks with these torch- 
light lances and give fire to the match- 
lock men just before a battle took 
place. The word “dragoon” was first 
used by a regiment of mounted I!n- 
fantry, so called from the “dragons,” 
or short muskets, with which they 
were armed; the well-known cavalry 
call of “Boot and Saddle” is really a 
corruption of the old French signal, 
“Boute-Selle,” or “Put on your sad- 
dles.” “Admiral” comes from the 
Arabic “Emir of Bagh,” meaning “Lord 
of the sea”; commodore” comes from 
“commandatore”’; “mate” is from the 
Icelandic, and means an equal; and 
the terms “giving quarter’ is belleved 
to have originated in the agreement 
which existed in the old fighting days, 
that the ransom of a foot soldier 
should be one-quarter of his pay for 
one year. 


INVISIBLE HORSES 


Color of Coats Changed so as to Match 
Color of the Ground 


Useful experiments are being car- 
ried out in the United States with the 
object of determining whether horses 
can be so colored as to render them 
less conspicuous and reduce the 
chances of their being made a target 
for the fire of an enemy. Some of 
the tests have keen conducted in 
Arizona, with animals of the lst Cav- 
alry, and apparently have been attend- 
ed with considerable success. 

According to the Army and Navy 
Register, a solution was applied to 
an animal with an ordinary grooming 
brush or sponge after the coat had 
been damped with water to prevent 
the coloring stuff from running down 
over the dry hair. It changed the 
horse from a dark chestnut to a yel- 
low dun, according to the strength. 
This dye lasts about four or five 
weeks, a longer or shorter time de- 
pending upon whether the animal is 
shedding or not, and it does not take 
as long to color a horse as ordinary 
3rooming takes, as it is only neces- 
saty to go over the animal once in 
che same direction as the hair les. 

It neither injures nor alters the tex- 
ture or feel of the coat. At four to 
five hundred paces, the animal was 
almost invisible. 


One expert has stated that it is, 


almost impossible for a sniper to 
shoot horses colored in the way that 
{t has been done in the 1st Cavalry 
corrals on the border, because the 
enemy will be unable to see the ani- 
mals at any great distances,

Home Dairying 

Creamery ? 

(Family Herald, June 6th, 1917) 

‘No, not a-bit of dairy butter on 
hand,” we heard a -country grocer 
assure a village customer not so 
Very ‘long ago. 

“What, and hundreds of farms all 
around?’’ exclaimed the dissapointed 
one. “Well, I’m sorry to learn that 
farmers’ wives are getting too lazy 
to make butter.” 

The imputation, unjust though it 
was, we will let pass. Shipping 
cream to the local or centralized 
creamery, instead of manufacturing 
butter at home, is now a matter of 
good business and the needed relief 
it aflords to the farm women, is 
incidental. Enquiries revealed that 
the price offered for dairy butter at 
that store that day was 41 cents a 
pound and that farmers who were 
shipping their cream to nearby 
creameries were receiving 47 cents 
a pound for butterfat. We = pre- 
sume that the relative prices would 
prevail almost everywhere. The 
money returns, it will be noted, are 
almost as great from the cream 
shipped, and when cost of equipment 
for home butter raking and inciden- 
tal expenses connected with home 
dairying are calculated, the returns 
from cream shipping are probably 
greater than from home dairying, 
even when the farm woman is skilled: 
in the butter-making art. To wake 
butter at home is to throw one’s 
labor away. Creamery men cannot 
afford to manufacture our cream in- 
to butter for nothing. They are 
able to pay us practically as much 
as we could get for our butter, be- 
cause with them butter-making is a 
science. Their loss in ripening is 
less. In churning it, is decidedly less. 
By means of the moisture test, they 
are able to nicely adjust their over- 
run to comply with the law and yet 
have all of the moisture incorporat- 
ed that the law allows. Finally 
they can sell their butter for. more. 
At the present time, quotations . on 
the Toronto market are 40 cents for 
the finest dairy prints and 45 cents 
for the finest creamery prints. From 
the national aspect it will be a 
grand day for the dairy industry 
when all the cream produced’ on 
Canadian farms goes to creamerics. 
The general quality of Canadian but- 
ter will be better, consumption will 
increase and, of course, aS consump- 
tion intreases, prices are bound. to

DESCRIPTION OF TERRAIN 


Messines Ridge is a lowlying pro- 
montory extending along the greater 
part of yesterday’s fighting front. 
says the Associated Press corresho.- 
dent. It is an insignificant: bit oi 
ground to look at from below. At 
its greatest height it rises barely 70 
metres above sea level. The _ sur- 
rounding country is so low and flat, 
however, that Messines had an ob- 
servation value practically incalcul- 
able. It was a position ‘vhich do- 
minated the northern half of the 
British line in the west and no oper- 
ations of a large character could be 
planned without its possession. 

Seventy metres is not a _ great 
height, but when you have been sit- 
ting at 20 and 30 metres, with the 
enemy looking down at you and 
pouring shot and shell incessantly 
about, you, possession of the higher 
ground means a victory of supreme 
importance. 


GAS, FLAME, MOLTEN METAL 


The attack was accompanied by 
all the arts and deviltries of latter 
day ‘war. The enemy guns aml gun 
crews ‘had been bathed for days in 
gas shells sent over by long range 
British guns. The night was filled 
with red incendiary flame. Shells 


that spurted molten metal in surg- 
ing streams of golden rain crashed 
in appalling numbers about the heads 
of the defending soldiers. High ex- 
plosive and shrapnel fire was car- 
ried out with such rapidity ‘that the 
very earth writhed under the force 
of the attack. ~ : 
HILL SIXTY BLOWN UP 

Mines that had taken two years 
to-dig and fill with an, overwhelming 
explosion brought into an avalanche 
of flaming destruction in the half 
light of dawn. This was indeed’ a 
Ypres day of retaliation.and victory 
for the vicious sufferings. of two 
years ‘and eight months. 

Hill 60, of evil renown, always the 
nearest menace to Ypres, went up 
with other strong points under the 
impulse of hundreds and hundreds of 
tons of secret explosive compound. 
The mining plans had been so great 
and so carefully made that the Brit- 
ish knew‘ that if they did not affect 
the strategy of the situation they 
would at least materially change the 
geography. However, both strategi- 
cally and ‘geographically the assaults 
were victorious. 


_ BRITISH DESPATCH 


“We attacked at 3.10 this morning 
the German positions on the Mes- 
sines-Wytschaete on a front of over 


nine miles. We have everywhere cap- 
tured ‘our first objectives and further 
progress is reported to be satisfac- 
tory along the whole front of  at- 
tack. Numbers of prisoners are re- 
ported already to be reaching the 
collection stations. 

LONDON, June 7.— The official 
statement from British headquarters 
reads : : 

“Our operations south of Ypres 
have been continued methodically 
throughout the day and have been 
attended by complete success, 

‘“The Messines-Wytschaete Ridge, 
which for over two and a half years 
had dominated out positions in the 
Ypres salient, was stormed by our 
troops this morning. In this attack 
we captured the villages of Messines 
and Wytschaete and the enemy’s de- 
fense systems, including many 
strongly organized woods and de- 
fended localities, on a front of over 
nine miles, from south of La Douve 
Brook to north of Mont Sorrel. 

“Later in the day our troops 
again moved forward in accordance 
with the planned operation and car- 
ried the village of Oostaverne and 
the enemy’s rearward defense  sys- 
tem east of the village on a front of 
over five miles. 

“In the course of this advance a 
counter attack against the southern 
portion of our new positions was 
completely broken up by our artil- 
lery fire. 

“The(enemy’s casualties in today’s 
fighting were heavy. In ‘addition to 
his other;losses, up to 4.30 in the 
afternoon, over 5,000 Grggnan pri- 
soners passed through the collecting 
stations. Others are still to be 
brought in. We also captured a 
number of machine guns, many 
trench mortars and ‘machine guns, 
which have not ye€ been counted. 

“There was again great activity 
in the air yesterday, with many 
fights. Five hostile formations, one 
of which consisted of over thirty 
machines, were attacked and dis- 
persed with heavy casualties.

Words From Sir William Robertson 
and Bishop of London—“Blood 
Again Redeems the World” 


The Bishop of London, who preach- 
ed at a service at St. Michael’s Corn- 
hill, in memory of the men from of- 
fices in the. parish who hed fallen 
during the war, read the following 
letter from General Sir William Rob- 
ertson: “This is to wish you complete 
success in your national mission work. 
I fear that even yet too, many of us 
are putting an undue amount of trust 
on. ‘chariots and horses.’ We may 
confidently rely on our soldiers and 
sailors fighting bravely, and count up- 
on having abundant ammunition, but 
we must not stop at that. I am old- 
fashioned enough to think that this 
great war, like those of which we read 
in the Old Testament, is intended to 
teach us a necessary lesson, and if 
this be so it follows that we ought 
to examine ourselves and take the les- 
son to heart. 


“Seek Divine Help” 


“A serious determination on the 
part of the nation to seek and deserve 
Divine help would, we may hope, ‘en- 
able us to take a true perspective of 
the war, and it would undoubtedly fur- 
nish valuable help to our gallant sail- 
ors and soldiers at the front, as well 
as Hghten the heavy burden of respon- 
sibility now carried by the various 
authorities at home. and abroad.” 


Bishop on His Londoners 


There, said the Bishop, was their 
answer to the frothy demagogues who 
talked and did nothing; who tried to 
substitute jingoism for patriotism and 
foster a spirit of national swagger in- 
stead of humble confidence in God. 
This was what the men thought who 
did the work. The great heads of the 
city firms had discovered something 
they hardly knew in this war, and that 
was the marvellous manhood and 
courage of their young clerks, a race 
of heroes. A fine saying had come 
from the battlefield: “A Londoner has 
the heart of a Hion.” Two thousand 
men from that parish were serving 
and 200 had laid down their lives.

SUBMARINES DESCRIBED 


Latest Type of U-Boat Equipped Also 
For Mine-Laying 

The latest U-boats, as is well known, 
are much larger than their predeces- 
sors, writes the London Daily Mail 
One sometimes sees them described 
as submersible cruisers. Whether that 
description may be regarded as accur- 
ate or not depends upon what one un- 
derstands by “submersible cruiser.” 
There is no evidence that Germany 
has yet sent out U-boats to which 
8 naval man would apply this name. 
But this must not be taken as imply- 
ing that her under-water craft are to 
be lightly. regarded. Quite the other 
way about. So much has their dis- 
placement been increased that they 
are capable of a wide radius of action, 
and by husbanding their fuel supplies 
can keep the sea for a long time. More- 
over, they possess high speed (high 
for a submarine, which, of course, 
must be judged by standards different 
from those applied to surface ships), 
and they can dive very quickly. Gung 
equal in power to those carMed by 
some destroyers are now being mount- 
ed in them. These weapons cre placed 
on a disappearing mounting; that is, 
are raised from the interior- when she 
dives. Over the gun emplacement is 
an armored hatch which lifts with 
the gun and forms a strong, pro- 
tective hood above the gun end its 
crew while the weapon is in action. 
As the gun lowers, so this hatch auto- 
matically sinks back until it falls into 
place again as ao part of the hull. 
Their torpedoes are mostly short- 
range weapons loaded with a very 
heavy explosive charge. Shortness of 
range enables them to carry a much 
more powerful war-head than they 
would be able to do if they were en- 
gined to travel a longer distance. On 
their boat-shapel bows is fitted a cut- 
ter designed to enable the boat to 
shear its way through any obstacle it 
may encounter. They are equipped 
also for mine-lnying and, in fact, in- 
clude this among their regular activi- 
ties. With a view to enable them bet- 
ter to resist attack, they are built 
with two hulls, oue outside the other, 
somewhat like qa steel cylinder en- 
closed in the hull of a boat. And Hy- 
ing conditions for their crews are far 
better than they were in the earlier 
types of U-boat. 


MUNITIONS IN 1856 AND 1917 


Three Muskets in Three Months— 
Victoria's Protest 

The statement that the output of 
guns and shells In 1917 was more in 
a single week than it was in the wholo 
of 1917 recalls a letter written by 
Queen Victoria to Lord Panmure in 
1856, says a London paper. Her 
Majesty was still young in those days, 
and what a Minlyter of Munitions she 
would have made! “The returns of 
the different departments for the last 
quarter,” she wrote, “show a lament- 
able deficiency in small arms. Fifty- 
two thousand three hundred and 
twenty-two for the whole of the United 
{ngdom is a sadly small reserve to 
ave in store; we should never be 
short of 500,000.” The Queen was 
struck also with the little work done 
at Enfield: “It appears that during 
the whole quarter this new and e.- 
tensive establishment has completed 
only three muskets!” 


GREAT PACIFIC PORT 
Great Wharves Planned by City and 
C.P.R. For Vancouver 


The Canadian Pacific has plans for 
‘wharves at Vancouver which will cost 
$1,500,000. These plans will dove-tail 
into those which the city contem- 
plates to carry out at the port. The 
latter {s growing in value and bigness 
all the time. There {s great com- 
pian from shippers of congestion, for 

ancouver is becoming a great port. 
The oity is going to spend $5,000,000 
on wharf extension, and the railway 
company, on its own account, has 
plans for a further extension of the 
‘wharves which it will use for its own 
business. The fleet of the O.P.R. now 
numbers, all told, over 100 vessels; 
but it has especially strengthened its 
Atlantic and Trans-Pacific service in 
latter years—recogniaing as it did, the 

esibilities of increased exchange be- 
ween this continent and Hurope and

The prime winister gave in detail 
the negotiations between he and Sir 
Wilfrid Latrier to form a coalition 
government. He had- done every- 
thing within his power to bring 
about a union of the two parties to 
prosecute the war, but Sir Wilfrid 
had refused to. participate, Sir Ro- 
bert announced that the conscription 
bill would be brought before parlia- 
ment early next week, and would be- 
corre law. The caucus was most en- 
thusiastic and the prime .inister's 
course met with unanimous appro- 
val. The gathericg broke up: with 
three cheers for ‘‘the boys in the 
trenches,’’ proposed by Sir Robert 
Borden.—FORD. 

OTTAWA, June 7.—The proposal 
for a union government is dead. An 
announcement to this effect was 
made in the house today by she two 
leaders. Sir Wilfrid Laurier has de- 
finitely decided. to refuse the gener- 
ous offer of Sir Robert Borden, and 
he has surrendered to the anti-con-

OFFER WAS A FAIR ONE 


Correspondence was issued this 
morning explaining the offer of Sir 
Robert. Borden and the various steps 
of the negotiations. The correspon- 
dence shows that the offer was moro 
than generous. ‘Tho offer was first 


made on May 24th, only two days! 


after the announcement of the pre- 
mier in the houso. The premicr of- 
fered cqual representation in the 
cabinet, and it is admitted by Sic 
Wilfrid that the negotiations wenc 
so far that there was a discussion 
of representation, no insuperablo 
difficultics being found. The biggest 
surprise of the correspondence is tho 
fact that Sir Robert conceded to 
Sir Wilfrid thatthe compulsory bill 
should not be enforced until. after 
the coalition government had  ap- 
pealed to the country. It is pre- 
sumed that Sir Wilfrid in the house 
will explain more fully his position, 
although the correspondence makes 
it clear his attitude towards  con- 
scription was the big stumbling 
block. . 


SIR ROBERT'S, NEXT MOVE ' 


What next? is the question Ot- 
tawa is asking today. The next 
move will be that Sir Robert will 
offer portfolios in the cabinet to 
prominent conscription Liberal lead- 
ers within and without the house. 
The three names most prominent 
are Fred Pardee, chief Liberal whip 
who has worked most earnestly fron 
the first’for the consummation of a 
union government; F. . Carvell, 
who has also strongly favored a 
union of the parties, and A. Mc- 
Lean of Halifax, who has been out- 
spoken in favor of coalition. West- 
ern men mentioned as likely to be 
offered portfolios are Dr. Michacl 
Clark of Red Deer and George Mc- 
Crancy, of Saskatoon. , ‘ 

If this move fails then there will 
be a reorganization on party lines 
and prominent Conservatives, and 
leading business men will be invited 
into the cabinet. In any event ab 
election as the result of tho action 
of Sir Wilfrid would seem inevitable. 
The election, however, would not 
likely be held immediately. 


CONSCRIPTION WILL BE .

The conscription bill will be intro- 
duced and passed in both houses, 
and in all probability there will be 
a new franchise act, and immediate 
dissolution would be extremely un- 
likely.

New Industries From Vegetable Fats 


C. P. R. Working Out A Solution 


HB seriousness of the food situation throughout the p 

[ world has been frequently empifasized by the press 

and no one disputes the fact that the world seems : 
pteadily marching toward a period of starvation. Efforts § 
re being made ho all civilized countries along different 
nes to avert such a disaster and to devise means of 
jovercoming a situation created by the war. 
{ There have been focd crisis in nearly every great 
(var, and these have frequently given risa to new pro-§ 
esses of sufficient merit to be continued in peace times, 
for example, the manufacture of sugur from sugar f 
MDeets, and the substitution of vegetable for animal fats 
F in oleomargarine. 4 
a Oleomargarine has been under discussion in Canada 
[eae some time and needs no further comment, except 
erhaps to point out that under the present regulations 
prohibiting the manufacture of this material there are 
ndoubtedly many In the Dominion who are not getting #: 
e fats requisite for the proper maintenance of the 
jbody, because they are unable to purchase this fat at the § 
esent price of butter. In many countries where oleo-& 
‘margarine has veen used for years a larger and ever 
larger percentage of vegetabie fat Is belng substituted B 
for the animal fat, and the day scenis not far distant 
hen hydrogenated vegetable ofis may entirely replace § 
nimal fats for certain food purposes. 
‘Arthur D. Little, Limited, the organization of analy- 
tical chemists which on the instigation of Lord Shaugh-§ 
messy has been making an exhaustive study of Canadian 
jnatural resources have been investigating the utflization 
f vegetable fat in materials which have proven satis-§ 
factory substitutes for cream for all purposes excepting § 
butter making and where whipped cream is required. § 
The material is especially adapted to the manufacture of f 
fice cream and can be produced much cheaper than cow’s 
ream, a quantity of which through the use of such ag 
substitute may be made available for other food pur- 
poses. $ i 
} Dry milk, while a very important article of com. 
‘merce, is known chiefly to bakers, hotels and {ce cream 
anufacturers. A good product {s now being manu-§ 
factured in Ontario, but recognizing the advisability of 
stablishing drying plants {n smaller units and of a size BPs 
that could be supported by the local community, work §: 
is being carried on with this requirement in mind. The§ 
nstallation of such plants would make {t possible forf 
airymen to find a constant market, although they might i; 
fbe located at a distance so great from large centres of 
tpopulation as to make {t impossible to sell Mquid milk. 
For example, in Alberta the dairy industry is growing 
and would undoubtedly develop to a wonderful extent If 
idrying plants: requiring small amounts of capital could 
jbe establiehed. a 

The same I!s true of vegetables, and mixed farming f 
‘would be encouraged in the west if the farmer had af 
home market for his produce. Milk {s 85% water, and 
many vegetables run as high or even higher in theinf= 
moisture content. They are perishable, require special Reid, 
fhandling, and a large portion of the crop is composed of fe. 
sizes too small to market. There are objections to theg 
jdrying processes now employed and it is important, tog 
jperfect a method of drying vegetables and yet leavek 

hem fresh. Such material when placed im warm water 
‘soon absorbs the - ulsture which has been removed, and 
‘the vegetables when cooked in the water in which they fa. 
thave been pliced give the same results as do fresh vege: # 
‘tables. The drying process must leave the vegetable 
with its natuyal color and with all the flavor with which ~ 
4t comes from the garden! The dried product must not 
‘be cooked or discolored, and should provide the house- 
wife with a cleaned, peeled, ready-prepared material, 
mvhich will keop without refrigeration or special storage, 
and enable her to avoid all the losses which accompany 
the use of most fresh material. 

The utilization of that portion of fruits which Is con- 
sidered below standard, and, therefore, unprofitable to 
phip, in another problem which is recelving the consider- 
ation of Arthur D. Little, Limited. For example, a eon- 
siderable part of every apple crop falls ‘into such 
classifications as windfalls, seconds and thirds, poorly 
formed or poorly colored fruit, and as this proportion of 
the crop {increases the selling price of the standard 
apple also increases. Methods for preparing a high 
frade sweet cider are under consideration, as well as the 
production of other apple products to utilize the portion 
ef the crop considered unsaleable or inferior by fruit,

Unsupported He heute: “Come On, 
Men,” When His Firing Falled 
—French Account 
The Paris Liberte’s correspondent 
in Northern France gives an account 
of a simple but impressive ceremony 
at P——, not far from the Somme 
front,- where General W——, in. the 
presence of.a large number of high 
British and French officers, presented 
the Military Medal and the War Cross 
with palms to a British private who. 
by his coolness, courage and resourc 
frustrated a German attack. The co:- 
respondent, who gives the soldier’: 
name as “Jack,” says: “Jack helongc:. 
to a battalion which had arrived in 
the sector of ——. to: relieve two 
French companies. ,in the trenches. 
The operation proceeded at first with- 
out incident, the Boches confining 
themselves to shelling freely the con:- 
munication trenches, but ‘when tho 
French troops were getting out, afie. 
wishing their British comrades ‘Goi 
luck,’ the Germans hurled half a bet 
talion to the attack. . 


Faced Waves of Them 


“Jack by, this time was {fr an ai- 
vanced post well beyond our line, tu 
which he had gone as a voluntcer 
to watch the German lines. When ths 
Boches came over the top Jack sent 
up a flare to give the alarm and prc- 
pared to sell his life dearly. Crouct.- 
ing behind his parapet with his rif!s 
he calmly awaited the first wave. 
Jack allowed the attackers to come 
within thirty yards and then opened 
fire, killing six Germans. The wave 
broke, but there was still danger, fo. 
a second wave came on. Jack oncoa 
more proved himsclf an excellent 
marksman, dccounting for three Ger: 
mans. . 

“Nerve Did Not Fail" 


“Now, however, the post was being 
surrounded and the solitary guardian 
gave up hope. -But his nerve did not 
fail him. He dashed from his shelter 
and shouting, ‘Come on, men-’ as if 
he were leading troops to the assault, 
the Boches, fearing an attack in the 
rear, fell back hurriedly. They soon 
saw how they had.been fooled and 
returned to the charge, but this time 
our 75’s mowed them down, the splen- 
did coolness of the British private 
having given them time to come up 
and smash the enemy's attack. . 

“Some time later a patrol: went out 
to the post and. found Jack lying in 
front of the parapet with a bullet

MARRIAGE BY PROXY 


Privilege For Australian Soldiers and 
Distant Sweethearts 

In the House of Representatives in 
Australia’ Mr. Hughes introduced a 
Bill legalizing marriage by proxy 
among Australians on active service. 
The system of marriage by proxy had 
been in force in the French army for 
some time and had been found to wor:: 
well. Australian soldiers in Londo, 
however, were puzzled to understan } 
tho meaning of this legislative mov: 
and declared that they would rether 
not marry at all than by proxy. “When 
I marry 1 am taking my girl to the 
altar myself,” remarked one mischic>- 
ous-cyed Anzac. “I am not troublins 
any pal to act in my place.” 

An Australian staff officer who be- 
longed to the original Expeditionary 
Army, remarked that he had never 
had any demand from his men fos mar- 
riage by proxy, but there was not the 
slightest, doubt as to the meaning of 
the proposed legislation. “It is,” he 
said, “to get Australians to marry 
Australian girls. When an Australian 
comes over to England he may bo 
tempted to forget the sweetheart he 
has left behind him and marry an Eng- 
Mesh girl. That {1s all very well from 
his point of view, but it {s jolly hard 
on the lass waiting for him in Aus- 
tralia and worrying her heart out 
whether he will be killed or not. 

“There have been so many cases of 
Australians marrying English ‘girls 
and disappointing their own sweet- 
hearts that I suppose the -Australian 
girls in self-defence have been making 
representations to the Commonwealth 
Government. On the other hand, one 
of our boys, badly wounded and with 
an even chance of ay ine or recover: 
ing, may feel he would like to marry 
his sweetheart and secure to her tho 
pension to which the widow of an 
Australian soldier is entitled. Thou- 
sands of iniles away, his only chance 
of achieving his desire is to marry her 
by proxy. Again, there are any num- 
ber of Australian soldiers who would, 
no doubt, welcome the opportunity 
of marrying their sweethearts and 
making sure that no rivals ectranige 
their affections;*

200 Miners rs Likely ead : 
Que to fire 


Worst Mining Disaster in History 
Occurs in, Butte, Montana, ‘To-day. 


BUTTE, Mont., June 9th.— With 
thirty-five known dead and 167 men 
missing, asthe result of a. fire which 
broke out in the Speculator copper 
mine last night, Butte faced the 
worst mining ;disaster in itd history. 
The fire broke out in the lower level 
of the mine late last night, ‘starting 
from a broken power cable that car- 
ried electricity to the under ground 
pumps. Lower levels of the mine 
quickly filled with smoke and_ gas. 
There were 415 men on the night 
shift. Of these, 213 escaped through 
the levels connecting with other 
mines. The gas spread to the Dia- 
mond mine and took a further toll 
of life in that property. 

CUT OFF ESCAPE 

The fire which started on the 2,400 
foot level, spread quickly cutting off 
the escape of men on lower levels. 
Dense smoke retarded rescue work. 
Miners from adjoining properties or- 
dered up from underground as a pre- 
caution, went to work as rescuing 
gangs, aiding National Guardsmen 
who had been called to the scene. 
They were able to do little.: Warning 
of their danger came soon cnouzh to 
permit men on:the upper levels to 
escape. They immediately formed 
rescue parties and attempted to go 
down the shaft to the men entomb- 
ed. Their efforts were fruitless and 
little could be done until the arrival 


of the bureau of mines safety first.

One hour after the outbreak of the 
fire, L. D. Krink; superintendent, M. 
Conners, foreman, N. D. Brawley, 
general: manager of the Granite shaft 
owned by the North Butte Com- 
pany, declared they could accoant 
for 213 out of the 415 who were in 
the shaft when the fire started. 

John Coffemetten, and John Boyco, 
who were the first two men to be 
taken from the shaft alive, ‘told 
how they cheated death by cutting 
the air hose and sucking the air by 
turns until the rescue party arrived. 
They were on the. 700 foot level at 
the outbreak of the fire.

unnecessary for the present, to maky 
appeal to the generously disposed 
people, of Canada on the plea of the 


urgency of support in order to 
stave off starvation. 
The needs of MSelgium continue, 


however, as Pressing as in the past, 
and the situation may pe cunsidered 
as being even more pitiable as, 
through the forced decrease in 1m- 
ports, Belgium will-be compelled to 
fall back on her last native re- 
sources already so denuded. in or- 
der to maintain that so limited ra- 
tion that has been. doled out in the 
past, it will be necessary to en- 
croach upon the country’s stock otf 
milk cattle which has been reserved 
to maintain a supply of fresh milk 
for the children.
